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Gunmen elude cops 

They get Auto Zone loot then evade FBI dragnet 


The two men who robbed an 
armored car at gunpoint last 
Thursday managed to evade a 
massive FBI dragnet, and remain 
free, as of presstime. 

According to Lt David Early of 
the Romulus Police Department, 
an armored car made its usual 
stop at the Auto Zone on Van 
Bom, near the comer of Wayne 
Road, at 8:25 a.m. The driver of 
the armored car, claimed he saw 
nothing unusual as he entered the 
Auto Zone, but upon leaving, he 
saw a man bent over a car with 
the hood up, in the parking lot 

Simultaneously, a second man 
came around the corner of the 
building and both men were bran¬ 
dishing rifles as they approached 
the driver One of the armed rob¬ 
bers, put his gun to the driver’s 
head and demanded the money 
bag and keys to the armored vehi¬ 
cle. 

Bravely, the driver handed 
over the money bag but threw the 


keys under the truck. At that 
point, the robbers left, running 
south on Newberry. The shaken 
driver ran back in to the store and 
called 911. 

Police arrived and sealed off 
all nearby streets. A police dog 
tracked the perpetrators to a 
home on Newberry, which led po¬ 
lice to believe the gunmen might 
have taken hostages, explained Lt 
Early. 

It was decided to call in the 
FBI, at this point The FBI had 
SWAT and evidence response 
teams in the area and were able 
to get to the scene quickly. Mean¬ 
while, the Newberry homeowners 
were located and it was learned 
no one was in the house at the 
time. 

Police asked all residents in 
the area to evacuate their homes, 
so that police could search the 
area. The gunmen were not 
found. 


Patterson 
vows more 
money for 
Romulus

State Representative Bruce 
Patterson (R of Canton) vowed he 
is working for more money for the 
City of Romulus from the county 
tax on existing airport parking 
spaces at facilities in Romulus 
near the airport 

Patterson has come under fire 
from Romulus officials for a bill 
he introduced in the State House 
of Representatives. The bill'would 
repeal the 30% tax the county is 
collecting on parking fees Romu¬ 
lus gets a portion of that tax rev¬ 
enue amounting to over $1 million 
per year City officials, before the 
meeting with Patterson, had been 
adamantly opposed to any change 
in the tax.' 

At a special meeting Monday 
night, Patterson (accompanied by 
the city’s paid lobbyist Pat Har¬ 
rington who arranged the meet¬ 
ing) explained the bill was only 
meant as a starting point for nego¬ 
tiations to reduce the overall 
amount of the 30% excise tax. He 
maintained that his objective has 
always been to get more money 
for the host City of Romulus while 
reducing the overall amount col¬ 
lected by the county. Patterson 
called his bill the $15 million 
“platinum hammer” to be used as 
a threat to gain concessions from 
the county. 

Patterson said he had ex¬ 
plained this strategy to Mayor 
Oakley in a letter last July. Later, 
in the regular council meeting, 
Oakley denied having received 
such a letter and said he would 
ask the city’s lobbyist to provide 
him with a copy. 

Patterson promised, as far the 
House of Representatives in 
Lansing was concerned, his bill 
would either be amended or an¬ 
other bill would be substituted to 
increase the amount of money Ro¬ 
mulus would get over the current 
$1.2 million it now receives. Pat¬ 
terson is the majority floor leader 
in the Republican controlled

House and determines what legis¬ 
lation is brought to the floor for a 
vote. 

Patterson asked the Mayor and 
Council to furnish data about 
what it is costing the city to sup¬ 
port the airport to justify the in¬ 
creased amount of a revised ex¬ 
cise tax. He expressed disappoint¬ 
ment that State Representative 
Ray Basham (D. of Taylor) refused 
to join with him to work for more 
money for Romulus. Basham cur¬ 
rently represents Romulus in the 
House. Patterson’s objective is to 
reduce the amount for the county 
while increasing that for Romu¬ 
lus. 

It was further explained by the 
confrontational representative, 
who previously represented Ro¬ 
mulus on the Wayne County Com¬ 
mission, that the addition of over 
20,000 new parking spaces at the 
airport would, by itself, reduce the 
revenue to Romulus as they drew 
off parking at locations subject 
currently taxed. Under current 
law, Romulus would not share in 
the tax revenue from the new 
parking spaces. 

On a different subject, Patter¬ 
son said he probably would be 
running for State Senator in the 
next election to replace Republi¬ 
can Loren Bennett who is term 
limited. However, Patterson said 
he expected that, due to redistrict¬ 
ing, Romulus would no longer be 
included in that Senate District 

Patterson promised he would 
come back to talk to the council 
before he allows any vote on the 
county tax legislation.

Businessmen give raves to co-op

At an awards ceremony last 
FHday, catered by Romulus High 
School Culinary Arts students, the 
school’s co-op program was front 
and center. Event organizer, and 
Work Based Learning Coordina¬ 
tor, Maiylyn Hidenfelter said, “We 
are here to honor our co-op stu¬ 
dents, and the business partners 
that sponsor them.” However, it 
was the co-op participants that 
raved about the program, honor¬ 
ing its goals, $nd successes. 

Frank Romba, Program Direc¬ 
tor for Transportation Technolo¬ 
gies for Wayne County Community 
College (WCCC) said about the co¬ 
op program, “This is our pilot year 
and it is working out real well.” 

Another new co-op program 
available to Romulus students for 
the first time this year is the abili¬ 
ty to train with the Michigan Insti¬ 
tute of Aeronautics. 

Alan Running, Instructor for 
High School Programs for the 
Michigan Institute of Aeronautics 
has 8 Romulus High students par¬ 
ticipating in the program this year. 

Running added, “I’ve had noth¬ 
ing but excellent feedback about 
the program.” Next year over 45 
students are being added to the 
program. 

Frank Lopez of Aztec Manufac¬ 
turing, a company that supplies 
parts to the automotive industry 
touted the benefits to his compa¬ 
ny. He has a worker that has been 
with him for 3 - 4 years, who began 
there as part of the co-op pro¬ 
gram. This employee currently 
works for him as an information 
technology statistician. 

Another employer present at 
the breakfast was Mark Lewkow- 
icz, owner of Landis Machine 
Shop, and member of the board of 
directors for the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

“The co-op program gives stu¬ 
dents opportunities to earn mon¬ 
ey, show responsibility to a job, 
and see if that is the field they 
want to go into. Because it is coor¬ 


dinated by the school system, the 
student is being evaluated by the 
employer, and school district, giv¬ 
ing them the opportunity to im¬ 
prove themselves,” he said. 

Lewkowicz, is a co-op program 
success story as he was a co-op 
student at Landis Machine Shop 
in 1973, and 1974, and now he 
owns the company. 

His current co-op student, Ro¬ 
mulus High School senior Tom 
Bolus said, “I had extra hours in 
the school day I decided to go 
and check out a career rather 
than take gym or other so called 
blow off classes.” 

The main speaker, Ms. Geral¬ 
dine Tigner, is another co-op suc¬ 
cess story. She said, “25 years ago 
I started down my path. I learned 
along the way that there are many 
people who want to mentor, sup¬ 
port, and lend help as long as I 
showed that I wanted to succeed.” 
She says that her experience in 
co-op helped open the door of op¬ 
portunity to her 

Tigner, as well as owning her 


own business, created a scholar¬ 
ship foundation in honor of her 
deceased brother Aaron Tigner. 
The scholarship will help Romu¬ 
lus students to pursue a career in 
a mechanical technical field. This 
will be the first year the scholar¬ 
ship will be awarded. 

Also encouraging the group 
was student guest speaker, Romu¬ 
lus High School senior, Kristin Go¬ 
dard. She is one of only 10 final¬ 
ists for a full ride scholarship to 
Specs-Howard School of Broad¬ 
casting. 

Kristin, who worked as a 21st 
Century Grant tutor, and as a Ro¬ 
mulus High School Media Techni¬ 
cian, said, “I feel that co-op has 
helped me to pursue my chosen 
career. Co-op is more than work¬ 
ing at a job. It is a learning experi¬ 
ence.” 

Along with breakfast, employ¬ 
ers received a certificate of appre¬ 
ciation and a gift from their co-op 
employees. More than 67 students 
participate in the Romulus High 
School co-op program.

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Squabble over patting tax has Rep. 
Patterson attempting to mend fences 


House Majority Floor Leader Bruce 
Patterson (R-Canton) is walking a 
tightrope. House Bill 4454, of which he 
is the major sponsor, would eliminate 
the 30% airport parking tax at Metro 
Airport 

The tax was initially implemented in 
1987. At the time Wayne County was 
strapped financially and concocted the 
tax on airport parking to help them out 
Thus all lots within five miles of the air¬ 
port were ordered to pay. The county 
was to get 70% and Romulus where the 
great majority of the lots were located, 
was to get 30%. Rep. Patterson and oth¬ 
ers feel the tax has served its purpose. 

On the surface, the elimination of any 
tax should strike a favorable chord with 
most voters. This particular tax pro¬ 
vides $16.5 million to Wayne County’s 
burgeoning coffers. Few of us care if a 
few dollars is cut from their billion dol¬ 
lar budget 

But, here’s the rub. The City of Romu¬ 
lus gets $1,200,000 a year from this tax. 
That “cool million,” which represents 
8% of the city’s budget, if lost will mean 
the City will have to put the hammer 
down on several budgeted items. 

Needless to say, Mayor Oakley and 
the city administration are not happy 
with the bill, which by the way, passed 
the House easily in a March vote. They 
have been adamantly, and vocally, op¬ 
posed to any change in the way they get 
revenues from the excise tax. 

Rep. Patterson, however, says his in¬ 
tent, all along, has been to get more 
money for the City of Romulus. He 
claims he sent a letter to Mayor Oakley 
outlining his strategy last July that 
would provide more monies for Romu¬ 
lus, and less for the County Mayor Oak¬ 
ley claims he never received the letter 

Whether Oakley received the letter or 
not, Rep. Patterson has taken a lot of 
heat for a “bill” that appears to be “diss- 


ing” a city he 
once repre¬ 
sented. At a 
“coffee” 
held last 
week, 

Wayne resi¬ 
dent Mark 
Blackwell and others verbally sparred 
with Rep. Patterson over his intentions 
with the tax elimination. 

However, in a private meeting with 
city officials last week, Rep. Patterson 
again reiterated his strategy to get 
more, not less, money for the City His 
bill, he said, would never eliminate the 
entire tax—but was a negotiating tool to 
reduce the overall amount collected by 
the County. He promised to amend, or 
substiture a new bill in the House that 
would increase the amount of money 
Romulus would get from the tax. 

Whether Rep. Patterson is true to his 
word or not, Romulus has to be con¬ 
cerned about the monies derived from 
the tax. If nothing happens, the addition 
of 20,000 new parking spaces at the air¬ 
port (from which Romulus receives no 
revenues) will likely pull heftily from 
the private lots on Merriman. If that is 
the case that $1.2 million will be re¬ 
duced substantially. 

Stay tuned on this issue. Can Rep. 
Patterson pull tricks out of a bag and get 
Romulus more money, or will reduced 
city services and possible layoffs be in 
the City’s future? 

Will the new on-site parking struc¬ 
tures claim longtime customers from 
the Merriman lots or will the private 
parking vendors continue to thrive? An¬ 
swers probably won’t be available until 
this time next year, but when they are, I 
hope the City of Romulus is prepared to 
make the necessary budgetary adjust¬ 
ments. 



Property condemnations coming 


We should have known it was 
coming. Several years ago the vot¬ 
ers approved the false alternative 
of an increase in the sales tax (as 
opposed to an increased income 
tax) in conjunction with a tempo¬ 
rary reduction of property taxes 
under Proposal A. Now the legis¬ 
lature is set to expand the state’s 
revenue from the sales tax. 

A bill has been introduced in 
the Michigan State Senate (SB433) 
that could open the door to unlim¬ 
ited sales taxes in cooperation 
with other states. The bill was in¬ 
troduced by all five members of 
the Senate Finance Committee. It 
was then assigned to that commit¬ 
tee and, not surprisingly, was re¬ 
ported out favorably (with a sub¬ 
stitute) by a unanimous vote. 

The Finance Committee com¬ 
prises three Republicans (Joanne 
Emmons of Big Rapids, Bill 
Bullard of Highland and Valde 
Garcia of St Johns) and two De¬ 
mocrats (Gary Peters of Bloom¬ 
field Township and Diane Byrum 
of Onondaga).

The bill would create a board 
with the authority to negotiate and 
enter into an agreement with oth¬ 
er states on the collection of Sales 
and Use taxes. The ostensible pur¬ 
pose is to make that collection 
easier and more uniform for both 
sellers and state governments. 
However, two provisions in the 
bill betray what is probably the re¬ 
al goal. 

One provision would require 
states signing the agreement (in¬ 
cluding Michigan) to “Eliminate 
caps on the amount of state tax 
that is due on a transaction.” The 
second requires “Eliminating 
thresholds on the application of 
state tax.” 

To users of the Internet, that 
second provision could signifi¬ 


cantly raise their costs as it would 
allow states to tax Internet ser¬ 
vices (as opposed to taxes on 
goods sold on the Internet). Al¬ 
though the Congress has in place 
a temporary ban on new Internet 
taxes, efforts to make the ban per¬ 
manent have so far been unsuc¬ 
cessful 

To add insult to potential in¬ 
jury, the bill prohibits any person 
from challenging in court any in¬ 
terpretation of sales and use tax 
regulations on the grounds it con¬ 
flicts with the interstate agree¬ 
ment 

The board to oversee all of this 
would be composed of four mem¬ 
bers; one appointed by the majori¬ 
ty leader of the Senate, one by the 
Speaker of the House, one by the 
Governor, and the State Treasurer 
or his designee. 

The bill appears to be on a fast 
track in the senate and may well 
be voted on this week. It would 
still have to be passed in the 
House and signed by the Gover¬ 
nor 





ANP Now, they WANT 
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Can we catch a falling star? 


Like many of you, I never 
bought a Perry Como record. 

Como, who died Saturday in 
Florida at the age of 87 or 88 
(sources differ), was considered 
the ultimate square by my genera¬ 
tion, which grew up listening to 
rock-and-roll in the 1950s and 
1960s. 

A pleasant baritone who 
crooned in the style of Bing Cros¬ 
by, he seemed outdated after his 
label, RCA Victor, issued Elvis 
Presley’s “Heartbreak Hotel” in 
1956. 

Perhaps the low point of Co¬ 
mo’s career came during the high 
point of the early rock-and-roll 
era, when he recorded “Ko Ko 
Mo,” his first and last rock-and- 
roll recording. “Dig Perry in ac¬ 
tion on a great rock-and-roll 
record,” urged RCA in the ads that 
preceded the release. 

But rock-and-roll fans weren’t 
digging, and Perry returned to 
novelty songs and ballads, such as 
“Hoop-Dee-Doo,” “Wanted,” and 
“Don’t Let the Stars Get in Your 
Eyes.” 

Yet for all Como’s squareness, 
he had more number one hits and 
sold more records then Elvis in 
the 1950s; had his own hit TV 
show; and began broadcasting a 
series of Christmas specials that 
many Americans cherished for 
decades. 

More remarkably, his tunes 
morphed into the sound track of 
the early fifties, much like the An¬ 
derson Sisters’ tunes in the World 
War II years or Benny Goodman’s 
did in the late thirties. 

Just as I can’t separate the thir¬ 
ties from Goodman’s version of 
“Sing, Sing, Sing,” the forties from 
Crosby and the Anderson Sisters’ 
“Accentuate the Positive,” I can’t 
separate the fifties from Como’s 
“Catch a Falling Star,” a cut on the 
first album to receive a golden 
record. 

This was the song that many 
newscasters played when they an¬ 
nounced Como’s death. It begins 



“Catch a falling star/and put it in 
your pocket/save it for a rainy 
day” sung to a tune so catchy that I 
haven’t been able to get it out of 
mind. 

It also got me to thinking about 
how much popular taste has 
changed from Como’s day to Em¬ 
inem’s. 

In Como’s heyday, the music in¬ 
dustry still catered to adults, not 
exclusively to teenagers. Except 
for novelty songs, like Como’s “Hot 
Diggity (Dog Ziggitty Boomy),” pop 
song lyrics tended to be better, 
sometimes more poetic, especially 
the standards, and often required 
skilled singers with beautiful voic¬ 
es and wide vocal ranges. Back 
then, Britney Spears or Madonna 
would have been on the dance 
floor, not at the microphone. In 
Sync would have been out of sync. 
Gangster rappers would have 
been under police surveillance or 
behind bars. 

Viewers of Ken Burns’s Jazz 
couldn’t help but notice that the 
level of musicianship in the thir¬ 
ties, forties and early fifties was 
generally much higher The better 
bands, which survived on their 
arrangements of standards, often 
had soloists, such as trumpeter 
Louis Armstrong or his pianist 
Earl Hines, whose virtuosity 
matched or exceeded the best 
classical performers. 

Music was not only more pol¬ 
ished and sophisticated, it was 
generally more uplifting or ro¬ 
mantic. Neither obscene nor vio¬ 
lent lyrics had drifted into the 
mainstream (though that started 
to change in 1951, when the Domi¬ 
noes’ “Sixty Minute Man,” a 
doowop song, became a Billboard 


pop hit). 

Why public taste changed is a 
puzzle for historians and sociolo¬ 
gists. But the question of whether 
to turn it back or accelerate the 
trend towards cruder and more vi¬ 
olent songs a question for all of us. 

While few of us admit to liking 
crude songs, many of us buy them. 
Record sales for jazz, folk, and 
classical music are shrinking. 

Como, of course, has nothing to 
do with this. He was just from a- 
different generation. 

One of thirteen children bom 
to an Italian immigrant in a coal 
mining town near Pittsbui-gh, Pa., 
he became a singing barber at the 
age of 14 When the Great Depres¬ 
sion squeezed his earnings, he be¬ 
came a big band singer and took 
to the road. 

In 1943, he signed a record con¬ 
tract with RCA, which continued 
for 50 years. 

In 1950, his weekly variety 
show debuted on television. The 
first singer to fully grasp the na¬ 
ture of television, his show lasted 
13 years, carrying him past Elvis’s 
glory years and into the Beatles’ 
era 

All of a sudden, a new genera¬ 
tion, which had grown up with 
television in the richest country in 
history had no use for a child of 
the Great Depression, his cardi¬ 
gan sweaters, or his old-fashioned 
music. 

At some point in time, tastes 
had shifted. For me, the day Perry 
Como’s star fell marks the point 
where crude and violent lyrics 
and music replaced polished and 
gentle ones. 

Of course, the questions re¬ 
main: Have we shifted too? Are 
we a cruder and more violent peo¬ 
ple? 

If so, let us hope that we caught 
Como’s falling star, put it in our 
pockets, and saved it for a rainy 
day. Because if we have turned in¬ 
to a more cruder and violent na¬ 
tion, then that rainy day is here.

River 
Rou£e High School student foot¬ 
ball players accused of raping an¬ 
other student played on the team 
the weekend following the report¬ 
ed incident last year; the case of 
the Northville mother, Robin Zaas

trying for several months to have 
the school stop the bullying of her- 
daughter; and and lastly the re¬ 
cent tragedy in the Lincoln Park 
Schools where teasing and harass¬ 
ment drove one sensitive girl too 
far, to the point where her only vi¬ 
able escape was through suicide. 

What is going on in the 
schools? 

Why are truly dangerous bul¬ 
lies allowed to continue terroriz¬ 
ing other students this way? Why 


are the assailants not separated 
from the other students? We 
would not allow this to go on in 
any other segment of our society. 
Surely there must be something 
more that schools can do so that 
we do not have to witness young 
lives being destroyed. 

Schools must be responsible 
for providing a safe environment 
in which kids can concentrate on 
learning, not trying to avoid physi¬ 
cal assaults by bullies.
